NEW SPECTRA 70 VIDEO DATA TERMINAL... 



CIRCUITRY: The 70/752 employs third generation integrated circuits in its 
logic elements. They're similar to those pioneered in the Spectra 70 
family where silicon chips less than 1 /20th of an inch square are 
the heart of the computer. Result: greater reliability, fewer connec¬ 
tions, less maintenance, lower operating cost, smooth functioning in 
a normal office environment. CONSTRUCTION: RCA's new unit is a 
completely self-contained entry and display system. Everything's in 
one package ... a fraction over 28 inches long, 16 inches wide, 
14 inches high. The keyboard may be plugged directly into the 
viewer, or joined by cable up to 20 feet away for added flexibility. 
DISPLAY: on a screen 5/4 inches high and eight inches wide, a total 
of 1080 characters can be spread over 20 lines. Wobble and distortion 
are virtually eliminated. Each line holds steady, straight and sharp— 
as sharp on the edges as at the center. High contrast also aids 
legibility. FORMAT: With the 70/752, you can use as many formats as 
your computer storage devices can practically hold. Formats are 


















flashed on the screen by code number . . . right from the keyboard. 
Variable data is brighter than that for the format, making validation 
speedy and sure. MESSAGE: Back up and make changes and correc¬ 
tions ... or add new information right in the middle ... or send only 
part of the message, if desired. A movable cursor, displayed as an 
underscore, makes positioning easy and automatic . . . guards against 
erasing needed information. CONTROLS: It's simple on the 70/752 . . . 
brightness and focus are easily controllable by the operator. No clutter 
either. The knobs are positioned behind hinged panels on the viewer. 
KEYBOARD: The keyboard is the conventional, four row typewriter 
variety. It contains all the controls and connectors necessary to operate 
the 70/752—except those associated with the data set and viewer. 
"PARTYLINE": Only one voice-grade line is needed to connect any 
number of locations where Video Display is installed. An optional 
Station Selector feature permits the 70/752 to be used on a multi-sta¬ 
tion communications line where polling is performed by the processor.
